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Potrero  Group  Set  to  Fight  SPUR  Plan, 
Will  Design  Own  Lower  Hill  Proposal

The  Potrero  Boosters  Neighborhood 
Assn.  has  formed  a  new  committee  to 
oppose  the  San  Francisco  Planning  and 
Urban  Redevelopment  (SPUR)  proposal 
to  "solve"  San  Francisco's  housing 
crisis  by  a  plan  to  "revitalize"  the  area 
between  Mariposa  Street  and  Islais 
Creek. 

This  plan,  which  has  been  presented 
to  the  Mayor's  office  and  is  currently 
being  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment, calls  for  the  construction  of 
10,000  new  units  in  the  Lower  Potrero 
Hill  and  Central  Waterfront  district. 
SPUR  has  described  this  area  as  "replete 
with  vacant  or  underutilized  industrial 
structures,  vacant  lots,  and  scattered 
housing  clusters." 

The  new  units  would  increase  the  popu- 
lation density  in  this  area  by  25,000 
new  residents  and  if  proposed  changes 
in  the  zoning  laws  were  accepted,  they 
would  permit  construction  of  new 
buildings  that  could  reach  80  feet  in 
height. 

Many  residents  of  the  area  in  question 
take  offense  at  being  described  as  they 
have  by  SPUR. 

A  minimal  amount  of  research  re- 
veals that  one  of  these  "underutilized 
industrial  structures"  is  occupied  by 
the  San  Francisco  Opera.  Their  building, 
at  800  Indiana  St.,  houses  the  scenery 
and  prop  operation  for  the  opera  comf>- 
any.  Elizabeth  Connell,  Public  Rela- 
tions Director  for  the  Opera,  told  The 
View  that  this  structure  is  capable  of 


warehousing  props  and  scenery  for  up  to 
43  productions.  Currently,  stages  are 
being  constructed  there  for  a  produc- 
tion of  "A  Streetcar  Named  Desire." 

Connell  pointed  out  that  these  sets 
and  props  must  be  housed  close  to  the 
Opera  House  itself  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  change  in  productions  and  keep 
labor  end  transportation  costs  down.  She 
has  promised  the  Opera's  participation 
in  the  fight  against  the  new  plan. 


The  area  that  is  covered  by  the  propo- 
sal is  also  home  to  several  MUNI  lots. 
Local  attorney  Sue  Hestor  pointed  out 
that  relocation  of  these  lots  to  accomplish 
the  SPUR  housing  plan  would  be  expect- 
ed to  drive  public  transportation  costs 
up.  Proposals  to  move  the  MUNI  lots 
into  the  Hunters  Point-Bayview  district, 
she  noted,  would  eliminate  easy  access

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Mayor  Vows 
Support  for 
Purchase  of 
Esprit  Park 

Potrero  Hill's  Esprit  Park  will  be  a 
number  one  priority  for  acquisition  by 
the  City  this  year,  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
told  several  hundred  delighted  support- 
ers of  efforts  to  purchase  the  park 
July  12. 

The  Mayor  spent  nearly  an  hour  at  the 
second  annual  Picnic  in  the  Park,  en- 
joying the  open  space  on  Minnesota 
Street  and  visiting  with  members  of  the 
community.  After  he  asked  whether  he 
couid  address  the  gathering.  Brown 
spoke  for  about  15  minutes  on  issues  re- 
lated to  the  effort  to  ensure  that  the 
area  —  owned  by  the  Esprit  Corpora- 
tion —  will  remain  parkland. 

San  Francisco,  Brown  stressed,  needs 
parks  such  as  Esprit  Park  scattered 
ihroiighoiit  the  neighborhoods.  He  tol<J 
tlie  park  supporters  that  lis  mlmndm  «o— ■ 
see  that  Esprit  Park  is  added  to  the 
City's  park  system. 

When  new  owners  took  over  the 
Esprit  Corporation,  their  initial  asking 
price  for  the  parkland  was  $4  million. 
As  a  result  of  efforts  by  supporters  of 
purchasing  the  area  for  public  use,  the 
corporation  has  indicated  it  would  be 
willing  to  sell  the  park  for  this  purpose 
for  $2  million. 

Essentially  half  that  amount  has  been 
guaranteed  from  the  City's  Open  Space 
Fund  and  other  sources  as  part  of  a  pro- 
cess in  which  funds  are  "banked"  each 
year  towards  a  financial  goal. 

The  Mayor  noted  that  private  sector 
owners  of  Esprit  Park  will  not  wait  10 
years  for  the  City  to  gather  the  funds 
to  purchase  the  Park.  Brown  said  the 
Park  must  be  purchased  within  the  next 
six  to  18  months. 

Brown  added  that  he  wants  Open 
Space  projects  identified  and  funded 
within  a  yearly  funding  cycle,  as  he  did 
with  the  King  Pool  in  Hunters  Point 
last  year.  He  questioned  the  current 
procedure  of  allowing  the  City's  Open 
Space  Fund  to  be  divided  up  between 
projects  and  banked  over  a  period  of 
years. 

Also  in  attendance  at  the  Picnic  in 
the  Park  were  a  representative  from 
Assemblywoman  Carole  Migden's  office. 
Supervisor  Sue  Bierman,  and  Open 
Space  Advisory  Committee  members 
Ron  Miguel.  Allan  Calder.  Nan  McGuire 
and  Bette  Landis. 

One  of  the  most  popular  features  of 
the  Picnic  was  the  "selling"  of  "deeds" 
to  Esprit  Park  as  part  of  the  campaign 
to  raise  funds  for  the  purchase.  Support- 
ers were  able  to  "buy"  a  square  foot  of 
land,  or  even  a  tree.  "People  who  were 
selling  the  'deeds'  never  got  a  break 
during  the  day."  Friends  of  Esprit  Park's 
Drew  Detsch  told  The  View.  "Someone 
would  buy  a  piece  of  land  then  come 
back  and  say,  "You  know  ...  I  think  I 
want  a  tree,  too." 

A  total  of  $8,000  was  made  from  the 
sale  of  the  "deeds."  and  adding  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  food  and  t-shirt  sales,  the 
Picnic  in  the  Park  netted  some  $9,000 
towards  the  purchase  of  Esprit  Park.

In  the 
article,  it  was  mentioned  that  our  ware- 
house is  located  on  Illinois  Street,  when 
in  fact  we  moved  in  June  1997  to  the 
heart  of  Potrero  Hill. 

The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank  is  located 
at  900  Pennsylvania,  at  the  corner  of 
23rd  Street,  which  many  of  your  readers 
know  as  the  site  of  the  old  Pacific  Gas 
&  Electric  power  plant.  Our  phone 
number  is  (415)  282-1900. 

As  the  article  states,  we  work  with 
national  and  local  food  producers  to 
turn  edible,  but  non-marketable  groce- 
ries into  a  consistent  supply  of  food  for 
hungry  people  in  San  Francisco.  We 
solicit,  allocate  and  distribute  over 
12  million  pounds  of  food  annually  to 
people  in  need.  The  Food  Bank's  member 
agencies  include  over  350  human  service 
organizations  with  food  assistance  or 
meal  programs.  Every  day,  up  to  22,000 
meals  are  served  with  food  from  our 
warehouse.

Dear  Mr.  Trimbur: 

In  mid-April  we  were  at  a  meeting  on 
Potrero  Hil!  and  the  subject  of  under- 
grounding  electric  utility  wires  came 
into  discussion. 

I  said  then  that  local  low-voltage 
domestic-distribution  power  lines  are 
being  put  underground  because  people 
think  they  do  not  look  nice  overhead. 
That's  okay.  But  there  is  a  much, 
much  more  serious  and  important 
overhead-power-line  problem  on  Potrero 
HiU. 

High  voltage  overhead  lines  run  from 
the  Potrero  Steam  Electric  Generating 
Plant  —  over  Potrero  Hill  —  and  on  to 
downtown  San  Francisco.  These  high- 
voltage  lines  provide  NO  service  to 
Potrero  Hill.  However,  the  high  -voltage 
lines  are  a  real  hazard  to  Potrero  Hill. 
Why?  When  the  earthquake  comes, 
the  high-voltage  lines  will  fall  and  im- 
mediately set  on  fire  what  they  fall  on. 

i  have  lived  at  the  corner  of  18th 
and  Vermont  streets  since  1977  and 
from  my  window  I  have  seep  two  fires 
caused  by  the  high-voltage  lines.  In 
one  case,  despite  phone  calls,  PG&E 
would  not  cut  the  power  until  their  truck 
arrived  and  asked  for  a  shut-off. 

What  should  be  done?    Run  the  high- 

voltage  power  lines  underground.  It  is 
much  more  important  to  put  the  high 
voltage  underground  than  to  put  the 
low-voltage  domestic  service  under- 
ground. The  high-voltage  underground- 
ing  must  take  priority  over  low-voltage 
undergrounding.  It  is  nice  to  make 
the  city  beautiful,  but  it  Is  more  impor- 
tant to  make  it  safe. 

When  the  earthquake  comes,  and 
the  high-voltage  lines  fall  against  the 
old  wooden  houses  on  Potrero  Hill  and 
the  houses  are  set  on  fire,  that  will  be 
only  the  beginning  of  the  problem. 
The  City  Fire  Department  will  be 
spread  thin  or  totally  unavailable, 
once  started,  the  fire  will  spread, 
is  why  it  is  so  essential  to  avoid  a 
situation  which  will  lead  to  fire  at  the 
onset  of  an  earthquake.

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is 
committed  to  serving  its  patrons  who 
are  schoolchildren.  The  Potrero  Branch 
of  the  Library  directly  serves  three 
elementary,  one  middle  school  and  one 
high  school  on  Potrero  Hill.  In  addition, 
the  library  offers  regularly  scheduled 
films,  lapsits  and  story  times  for  in- 
fants, toddlers  and  pre-schoolers,  and 
oervas  other  populations  who  make  tlt^ 

scheduled  visits,  including  seniors  and 
those  with  disabilities.  There  are  also 
regularly  scheduled  programs  that  take 
place  in  the  children's  room.

are  not  always  apparent  to  the  public. 
Since  Prop  E,  Potrero's  circulation  has 
more  than  doubled,  with  no  increase  in 
professional  staff. 

Given  these  conditions,  we  still  want 
to  be  able  to  provide  children  with  the 
best  possible  library  visit,  and  so.  we 
ask  teachers  to  observe  protocols  that 
the  library's  Office  of  Children  and  Youth 
Services  has  set  forth  for  class  visits. 

Each  branch  library  can  accommodate 
two  class  visits  per  school  year,  per  class 
—  one  per  semester.  We  ask  that  teachers 
call  in  advance  to  schedule  their  class 
visit  so  that  there  is  no  conflict  with 
other  programs  or  visits  from  other 
classes.  Teachers  should  pick  up  library 

card  applications  about  a  week  in  ad- 
vance of  the  visit,  so  that  parents  can 
sign  them,  and  the  teacher  can  turn 
them  in  a  day  in  advance  so  that  the 
cards  can  be  ready  for  the  class  visit. 
Children  unprepared  with  library  cards 
often  find  the  class  library  visit  disap- 
pointing. 

The  class  visit  is  an  opportunity  for 
even  the  youngest  children  to  learn  how 
much  their  library  has  to  offer.  Teachers 
who  show  confidence  in  the  children's 
librarian  by  giving  that  person  the 
authority  to  present  information  about  the 
the  library  find  that  their  confidence 
becomes  contagious.  To  avoid  having 
^  the  library  visit  be  a  "sshing"  experience, 
Trnchers  should  refrain  from  disciplin- 
ing children  during  their  visit.  Once  wel- 
comed and  acclimated,  the  majority  of 
children  behave  just  fine. 

Our  branch  is  a  public  library,  not  a 
school  library.  While  our  staff  is  com- 
pletely sympathetic,  the  public  library 
branch  cannot  fully  compensate  for  the 
scarcity  of  libraries  in  our  city's  ele- 
mentary schools.  Nor  can  its  children's 


room  stand  in  as  a  school  play  space 
when  such  space  at  a  school  has,  for 
example,  been  given  over  to  portable 
classrooms. 

While  there  are  adequate  materials 
for  reports  and  school  homework  assign- 
ments, the  small  branch  library  is  not 
funded  to  shoulder  responsibility  for 
fully  meeting  the  needs  of  those  who 
are  taught  at  home. 

The  public  library  serves  all  of  the 
public,  including  all  children,  and  all 
children  should  feel  welcome  to  use  its 
resources  without  prejudice  or  having 
to  conform  to  requirements  imposed  by 
their  school.  A  visit  to  the  library 
should  not  reward  some  children  in  the 
class,  while  others  are  left  behind  at 
school  as  a  punishment.  This  tends  to 
have  a  chilling  effect  on  children's 
interest  in  visiting  the  library  on  their 
own.  Teachers  wishing  to  schedule  a

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Project  Open  Hand 
Volunteers  Make  a  Big 
Difference  on  the  Hill

Every  Monday  afternoon  Patrick  Beur- 
ton  arrives  at  Project  Open  Hand  to 
meet  his  team  partner,  Susie  Goldenstein. 
They  pick  up  meals  for  their  nearly  two 
dozen  clients  on  Potrero  Hill  and,  using 
Goldenstein's  car,  stop  at  each  house, 
deliver  the  meal  and  spend  a  few  minutes 
with  each  client.  The  weekly  involve- 
ment takes  a  total  of  two  hours. 

"It's  very  rewarding,"  says  Beurton. 
who  moved  to  the  Hill  in  1980.  "Most 
but  not  all  of  our  clients  are  homebound. 
For  them,  our  delivering  their  meal  is  a 
must."  Project  Open  Hand  provides 
meals  for  people  living  with  HIV/AIDS. 

Beurton  has  been  delivering  meals  on 
the  Hill  since  1993,  and  been  teamed 
with  Goldenstein  for  the  past  few  years. 
Spending  a  couple  of  hours  with  her  each 
week  is  just  one  of  the  benefits  to  his 
volunteering,  he  emphasizes.  While 
many  volunteer  without  a  teammate,  he 
enjoys  the  comraderie  of  working  with 
others. 

The  weekly  number  of  deliveries 
fluctuates  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 
Beurton  calls  his  clients  acquaintances 
and  enjoys  the  time  he  and  Goldenstein 
ane  able  to  spend  with  them.  One  client, 
in  particular,  raises  birds  and  they 
enjoy  looking  at  the  birds  each  week. 

Beurton,  who  works  part-time  as  a 
cook,  also  spends  one  afternoon  a  week 
at  the  Open  Hand  grocery  center,  sort- 
ing donated  food,  serving  clients  at  the 
counter  filling  grocery  bag  orders,  and 
breaking  down  bulk  orders  for  home 
delivery.  Because  Goldenstein  works 
full-time,  her  volunteer  hours  are  limit- 
ed to  Monday  evenings. 

They  are  just  two  of  the  more  than 
1200  volunteers  who  spend  from  one- 
and-one-half  to  four  hours  at  a  time 
volunteering  for  Project  Open  Hand,  a 
partnership  of  volunteers,  donors  and 
staff  that  works  together  to  provide 
vital  nourishment  to  people  living  with 
HlV/AlDS. 

Last  year  the  organization,  founded 
in  1985,  delivered  492,798  meals,  dis- 
tributed 81,636  bags  of  groceries  to 
grocery  centers  and  26,748  bags  to 
homebound  clients,  made  3,036  nutri- 
tion counseling  contacts,  and  served  a 
total  of  5.127  people  living  with  HIV/ 
AIDS.  While  the  bulk  of  the  services 
were  received  by  adult  males  over  30, 
both  children  and  young  adults  also  were 
beneficiaries  of  the  community's  kind- 
ness. 

Project  Open  Hand  began  when  founder 


Ruth  Brinker.  who  left  the  organization 
several  years  ago,  began  preparing  meals 
for  seven  people  in  the  basement  of 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  Thus,  the 
retired  meal  service  manager  began  the 
grassroots  response  to  the  nutritional 
needs  of  people  with  AIDS  in  the  nation. 
It  continues  to  be  a  model  for  similar 
operations  throughout  the  world.  Today. 
Project  Open  Hand  is  the  world's  largest 
provider  of  food  to  people  with  sympto- 
matic HIV  and  AIDS. 

To  support  this  operation,  food,  equip- 
ment, and  money  are  donated  regularly 
by  Bay  Area  individuals,  corporations, 
foundations,  manufacturers,  grocery 
stores,  bakeries,  wholesalers,  and  nearby 
farmers.  Last  year's  donations  totaled 
nearly  $8  million,  82  percent  of  which 
went  to  direct  service  expenses. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  creating  and 
providing  healthy,  appetizing  meals 
tailored  to  the  dietary  needs  of  those 
living  with  AIDS.  Special  meals  are 
offered  to  those  with  specific  diet 
restrictions.  In  addition,  the  grocery 
center  program  makes  available  a  variety 
of  nutritious  choices  each  week  and 
grocery  bags  also  can  be  specified  to 
meet  special  dietary  needs. 

According  to  Kevin  Swanson,  Associate 
Director  of  Communications,  125 
volunteers  a  day  are  needed  to  make  Pro- 
ject Open  Hand  happen.  "We  are  always 
in  need  of  more  volunteers.  "  He  noted 
that  during  the  summer  and  holidays  — 
when  people  take  time  off  —  volunteers 
are  especially  needed. 

Swanson  explained  that  volunteers 
make  a  six-month  commitment  of  one 
time  per  day,  per  week,  or  per  month 
for  one  to  four  hours.  There  are  many 

areas  for  which  one  con  volunteer:  pre- 
paring meals,  delivering  meals  and 
groceries,  working  at  the  grocery  center, 
office  assistance,  fundraising,  and 
special  events. 

To  request  meal  and/or  grocery  service 
one  needs  only  to  call  1-8D0-551-MEAL. 

In  its  mission  statement,  Project  Open 
Hand  states  that  volunteers  are  the  life- 
line of  the  organization:  "It  is  through 
their  tireless  dedication  that  Project 
Open  Hand  is  able  to  create  a  diverse 
community  of  caregivers  who  answer  the 
call  of  people  in  need." 

Beurton  says  that  volunteering  for 
Project  Open  Hand  is  his  way  of  return- 
ing to  the  community  what  it  has  given 
to  him.  Any  person  who  would  like  to 
join  Beurton  and  Goldenstein  in  this 
effort  is  urged  to  call  the  Project  Open 
Hand  Volunteer  Hotline  at  415-447-2404.

Plan  for  Lower  Hill  Area

to  the  current  downtown  bus  routes  and 
freeways. 

Hestor  also  charged  that  new  live/work 
structures  are  unlikely  to  solve  the 
housing  crisis,  as  these  units  are  not 
geared  towards  occupation  by  families, 
that  area  of  the  population  that  is 
most  affected  by  the  housing  crunch. 
The  units  are  primarily  purchased  by 
singles  or  couples  with  no  children,  and 
are  often  sold  to  professionals  rather 
than  to  the  artists  that  are  required 
to  occupy  these  units  under  the  existing 
zoning  regulations. 

Residents  of  the  area  are  also  upset 
that  the  SPUR  plan  will  restrict  water- 
front access  to  the  Bay  for  anyone  not 
living  in  the  newly  proposed  structures. 
An  influx  of  25,000  new  residents  would 
also  overtax  the  already  inadequate 
sewer  system. 

The  Boosters  and  the  newly  formed 
Central  Waterfront  Committee  are 
looking  for  volunteers  to  create  a 
Potrero  Hill  Plan  to  compete  with  the 
SPUR  proposal.  Sarah  Ames  and  Sandra 
Peterson  of  the  Boosters  have  plotted 


out  the  area  and  broken  it  into  24  sec- 
tions. One  volunteer  is  needed  per 
section  to  do  in-depth  research  on  the 
area.  The  volunteers  will  be  provided 
with  detailed  instructions  on  how  to 
accomplish  this  research  and  what  in- 
formation must  be  collected  in  order  to 
complete  the  study. 

The  information  will  be  compiled  and 
a  new  plan  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  the  Planning 
Commission.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Boosters  on  July  28,  Amit  Ghosh,  the 
Chief  of  Comprehensive  Planning  for 
the  City,  promised  to  try  to  provide  the 
committee  with  an  existing  database 
to  facilitate  the  research.  The  project 
is  expected  to  take  six  months. 

The  committee  currently  has  10  volun- 
teers, so  more  are  needed.  Anyone 
interested  in  working  on  this  effort  may 
contact  Sandra  Peterson  at  642-8528 
or  Sarah  Ames  at  552-4636.  Meetings 
will  be  the  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  upstairs  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Branch  Library.

Keep  All  Those  Jars  and  Bottles  Coming  - 
Why  Glass  Recycling  Has  Been  So  Successful 


Did  you  know  that  the  glass  bottle 
you  us.ed  this  morning  could  have  glass 
in  it  that  was  first  manufactured 
during  the  Gold  Rush?  That's  because 
the  recycling  of  glass  has  gone  on  for 
hundreds  of  years.  Glass  manufacturing 
ii  one  of  the  oldest  of  human  industries. 
People  have  been  making  glass  for  more 
than  U.UOU  years. 

You  would  expect  that,  since  we've 
been  making  glass  for  so  long,  that  we'd 
be  surrounded  by  mountains  of  old  glass. 
But,  fortunately,  glass,  made  primarily 
from  sand,  soda  ash  and  limestone,  is 
one  of  the  easiest  materials  to  recycle. 
In  fact,  the  process  for  manufacturing 
new  glass  actually  requires  already 
used  glass. 

Glass  recycling  itself  is  a  straight- 
forward process.  Used  glass  bottles 
and  jars  are  mixed  with  raw  materials 
and  heated  in  a  melting  furnace  up  to 
2,800  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  molten 
glass  is  then  shaped  in  a  forming  machine 
and  turned  into  new  glass  products. 

Not  only  is  glass  easy  to  recycle,  but 
it  can  be  recycled  indefinitely,  and  it  is 
recycled  right  here  in  the  Bay  Area. 
We  currently  recycle  almost  20  million 
pounds  of  glass  a  year  in  San  Francisco 
through  the  curbside  and  apartment 
recycling  programs  alone  —  which  means 
we  are  recycling  slightly  more  than  half 
of  all  glass  used  by  residents.  While 
tfiis  is  higher  than  the  national  average, 
this  still  means  we  send  more  than  19 
million  pounds  of  glass  to  the  landfill 
every  year. 

Glass  is  the  second  most  recycled 
material  in  the  curbside  program  (after 
paper),  it  makes  up  about  10  percent 
of  the  waste  we  generate  in  San  Francis- 


co (nationwide  glass  makes  up  about  6 
percent  of  the  waste  stream). 

Most  glass  is  used  for  containers. 
Until  the  1960s,  most  glass  beverage 
containers  were  refillable.  Milk  used 
to  be  delivered  in  glass  bottles  and 
could  be  returned  to  be  refilled  and 
used  up  to  30  times  or  more.  Today,  less 
than  5  percent  of  glass  containers  are 
refillable. 

A  return  to  refillable  bottles  (which 
Sweden  has  done  successfully)  could 
save  90  percent  of  the  raw  materials 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  glass  bottles. 
It  could  also  save  energy.  It  takes  al- 
most six  times  as  much  energy  to  make 
one  new  disposable  12-ounce  beverage 
container  as  it  does  to  use  one  12-ounce 
refillable  container  10  times. 

Some  products  are  still  sold  in  refil- 
lable glass  containers.  For  example, 
a  number  of  supermarkets  and  food 
stores  have  started  again  to  sell  milk 
in  refillable  glass  containers.  But  for 
products  that  are  not  available  in 
refillable  glass  containers  the  next 
best  thing  is  to  recycle  the  glass 
container.  By  recycling  glass  containers, 
you  can  help  reduce  energy  use  for  glass 
containers  by  up  to  30  percent,  reduce 
air  pollution  (recycled  glass  production 
produces  less  sulfur  dioxide,  carbon 
dioxide  and  nitrogen  oxide)  and  help 
preserve  valuable  landfill  space.  You 
also  reduce  the  amount  of  mining  waste 
created.  384  pounds  of  waste  are 
created  for  every  ton  of  glass  produced 
—  50  percent  recycled  glass  reduces 
this  waste  by  75  percent. 

All  glass  containers,  including  bottles 
and  jars,  are  recyclable  for  curbside 
collection,  you  can  put  glass  containers 


directly  in  your  blue  bin,  or  if  you  live 
in  an  apartment,  you  can  deposit  your 
glass  containers  in  the  central  blue 
recycling  bin.  You  do  not  need  to 
remove  the  paper  labels  (these  burn  off 
in  the  glass  furnace). 


Many  low-income  Bay  Area  residents 
are  not  taking  advantage  of  a  federal  tax 
benefit  available  to  them  —  the  Earned 
Income  Tax  Credit  —  which  is  designed 
to  put  cash  back  in  their  pockets.  Some 
18. y  million  low  income  workers  nation- 
wide claimed  the  credit  in  1996.  They 
got  back  $25.2  billion  from  the  federal 
government,  according  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  (IRS). 

Both  the  IRS  and  advocates  for  the 
poor  indicate  the  number  who  are  eligi- 
ble for  this  credit  but  don't  claim  it  is 
vast  —  and  could  grow  as  changes  in 
welfare  regulations  force  people  off 
government  payments  and  into  low-pay- 
ing work. 

In  San  Francisco,  notes  Supervisor 
Mark  Leno,  workers  are  probably  missing 
out  on  about  $30  million  in  tax  money 
that  could  be  returned  to  them.  The 
1996  average  credit  was  about  $1,700  per 
eligible  family,  so  more  than  17,500 
workers  might  not  be  getting  the  credit 
they're  due.  Leno  bases  his  estimate  on 
a  study  done  for  Los  Angeles. 

Leno  has  requested  $30,000  in  the 
city's  new  budget  so  that  Budget  Analyst 
Harvey  Rose  can  survey  low-wage  work- 
ers covered  by  city  contracts  to  see  how 
many  of  them  file  for  the  credit. 

Among  those  who  might  be  eligible  for 
the  benefit,  Leno  figures,  are  some 
6,500  people  who  work  on  city  contracts 
providing  in-home  support  for  the  elderly

or  chronically  ill.  Under  Mayor  Willie 
Brown's  new  budget  they  would  get  paid 
$7  an  hour,  meaning  some  of  them  could 
gross  $13,000  or  so  a  year,  which  would 
make  many  of  them  eligible  for  the  tax 
credit. 

The  credit  is  available  to  a  single  tax- 
payer who  makes  no  more  than  $9,770  a 
year  in  wages,  salaries  or  tips.  For  a 
single  tax  filer  or  a  married  couple  with 
more  than  one  child,  that  goes  up  to 
$29,290. 

Forms  for  applying  for  the  credit  are 
easy  to  fill  out,  and  the  IRS  will  calcu- 
late the  credit  for  filers,  if  they  provide 
such  basic  information  as  their  name, 
address,  Social  Security  number  and 
gross  income.  All  applicants,  and  the 
children  they  claim,  must  have  Social 
Security  numbers.  Applicants  also  can- 
not have  more  than  $2,250  in  interest  or 
dividend  income. 

The  maximum  returned  to  taxpayers 
is  $2,210  for  those  with  one  child, 
$3,656  for  those  with  two  or  more  child- 
ren and  $332  for  singles' or  couples  with 
no  children. 

To  qualify,  children  must  be  under  age 
19  and  live  for  at  least  six  months  a 
year  with  the  parent  claiming  the  cred- 
it; or  be  under  24  and  a  full-time  stud- 
ent; or  be  ot  any  age  but  be  permanent- 
ly and  totally  disabled.
